retail outlets, churches, schools, institutional facilities
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for the developmentally disabled, and law enforcement

headquarters; and

WHEREAS, Edmund Morrissey devoted countless hours to
volunteer his time and talent on many civic boards for the
betterment of the overall community; he cherished and was
always there for St. Ambrose Catholic Church, where he

worshipped and served for more than 60 years; and

WHEREAS, Edmund Morrissey had a passion for travel and
learning other cultures, most notably the ancient cultures of
Central America, where he was recognized as an authority in the
field of pre-Columbian antiquities; he also enjoyed hunting,
fishing, woodworking, spending time with his family and

friends, and spreading good will wherever he went; and

WHEREAS, Edmund Morrissey was preceded in death by his

parents and his sister-in-law, Mary Josephine Morrissey; and

WHEREAS, Edmund Morrissey is survived by his beloved wife,
Trixie; his children, Ed, Jr. (Patty), Mike (Linda), Barbara
McGrew (Michael), Tom (Laurie), Jim, Joe, John, Teri Holland
(Dean), Dan (Kimara), Patrick, and Kathy Brandt (Kurt); his
grandchildren, Mary Morrissey, Jeanne Kirimca, Michael C.
